spring.  Others  appear  to  stem  from  a  more  cautious  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  consuming

VOLUME  OF  RETAIL  TRADE  PARTICULARLY  IN  THOSE  INDUSTRIES  DIRECTLY  AFFECTED  BY  CREDIT  RESTRIC¬ 
TIONS  AND  INCREASED  TAX  LEVIES.  WHILE  THE  OVERALL  DOLLAR  VALUE  OF  RETAIL  TRADE  WAS  9.3% 

higher  in  August  this  year  than  last,  the  14.9%  increase  in  retail  commodity  prices  over

The  value  of  cheques  cashed,  which  is  usually  considered  to  be  a  good  indicator 
of  the  volume  of  business  transactions  dropped  9.9%  OVER  the  year  and  6.6%  OVER  THE  MONTH. 
Sales  of  life  insurance  also  recorded  declines  of  12.9%  and  0.4%  respectively  over  the  same 
periods. 

Employment  in  the  leading  industries  of  the  Province  in  September  was  still  G% 
above  September,  1950  but  this  margin  has  been  steadily  narrowing  over  the  past  few  months. 
Industrial  payrolls,  on  the  other  hand,  continue,  to  hold  a  level  some  20%  above  last  year. 
Ontario^  labour  force  is  still  expanding  with  a  3%  increase  in  August  this  year  over  last

in  April  and  May  to  over  §17  million  in  the  last  three  months,  the  overall  economy  of  the 
Province  appears  not  to  have  been  greatly  affected  as  yet.  Specific  industries,  however, 
such  as  those  mentioned  above,  have  received  considerable  benefit. 

It  would  appear,  that,  short  of  any  substantial  increase  in  the  rate  of  defense 
spending,  we  are  likely  to  experience  a  period  of  relative  stability  over  the  next  few 
months.  Unemployment  will  increase  still  further  because  of  seasonal  influences.  Whole¬ 
sale  prices  which  declined  in  August  and  September  may  remain  fairly  steady  and  gradually

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THE  ONTARIO  LABOUR  FORCE 


The  labour  requirements  of  the  three  principal  industrial  groups  -  manufacturing, 
construction  and  primary  industries  -  have  received  growing  attention  from  industry  and 
government  over  the  past  year.  The  discussions  have  ranged  from  the  actual,  current  needs 
of  the  production  triangle  -  material,  plant  and  labour  -  to  the  probable,  hypothetical 
requirements  of  combined  peacetime  and  defence  production  in  the  next  two  or  three  years. 
Emerging  from  manpower  planning  discussions  is  the  fact,  among  other  things,  of  the 
variation  in  regional  and  industrial  incidence  of  the  impact  of  the  defence  program  on  the 
peacetime  economy. 


The  latest  survey  of  the  Ontario  civilian  labour  force  reveals  a  number  of 
interesting  and  important  trends  in  the  size  and  composition  of  the  work  force.  It  stood 
at  1,913,000  at  August  18,  1951,  the  highest  recorded  to  date  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of 
Statistics  quarterly  surveys.  This  figure  represented  an  increase  of  55,000  or  3  per  cent 
over  a  year  ago  and  37,000  or  2  per  cent  above  June  2,  1951-  Also,  the  work  force,  as  a 
percentage  of  the  population,  had  risen  from  38*5  in  November,  1945,  to  41.2  in  August,  1950, 
to  41.3  in  August,  1951*  The  fact  that  the  population  itself  had  increased  about  1 6  per 
cent  between  1945  and  June  1951  and  that  the  labour  force  stood  about  24  per  cent  higher  at 
August  1951  over  November  1945  indicates  that  the  expansion  of  the  labour  force  was  more 
than  keeping  pace  with  the  increase  in  population. 


Within  the  work  force,  the  shifts  in  the  age,  sex  and  industrial  distribution 
recorded  a  year  ago  continued  between  August  1950  and  August  1951*  During  the  period, 
males  increased  about  40,000  or  nearly  3  per  cent  and  females  jumped  about  15,000  or  over 
3  per  cent.  In  the  non-agri cultural  sector,  a  rise  of  69,000  to  1,633,000  was  noted  while 
■1  agriculture  a  decline  of  14,000  brought  that  segment  to  the  280,000  mark.  Females 
increased  their  participation  by  11,000  or  3  per  cent  in  non-agri cultural  work  and  by 
4,000  or  13  per  cent  in  agriculture.  Males,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  their  numbers 
by  5  per  cent  in  non-agricultural  industries  but  their  ranks  were  depleted  by  18,000  or 
6  per  cent  in  agricultural  work.  As  a  percentage  of  the  total  labour  force  the  males 
constituted  76.5  per  cent,  a  fractional  decline  over  the  period  while  the  female  segment 
rose  fractionally  to  23.5*  Between  November,  1945  and  August,  1951,  men  were  3.5  percent 
more  numerous  in  the  labour  force  as  a  whole,  while  the  ranks  of  the  women  fell  by  3*5 
per  cent. 


A  break-down  of  the  labour  force  by  age-groups  indicates  that  the  14-19  age 
category  increased  11,000  or  5  per  cent  over  the  year,  the  20-24  groups  rose  3,000  or 
over  one  per  cent,  the  25-44  classification  jumped  26,000  or  over  three  per  cent,  the 
45-64  bracket  was  augmented  by  14,000  or  nearly  3  per  cent  and  the  65  years  and  over  group 
increased  by  about  1,000  or  1  per  cent.  Heartening  as  the  labour  force  picture  is,  as 
viewed  from  official  statistics,  a  note  of  dislocation  in  the  distribution  of  the  work 
force  is  evident  when  a  comparison  is  made  between  the  June  and  August,  1951,  figures. 

In  that  period,  the  total  labour  force  increased  about  37,000  or  2  per  cent. 
While  the  male  segment  rose  nearly  3  per  cent,  the  female  declined  fractionally.  Thus, 
males  in  non-agricultural  listing  increased  over  1  per  cent,  and  over  10  per  cent  in 
agriculture;  female  participation  in  non-agricultural  industries  declined  nearly  2  per 
cent  and  increased  over  9  Per  cent  in  agriculture.  The  analysis  of  the  age  classification 
highlights  the  location  of  the  actual  increase  in  the  work  force.  The  14-19  age  group 
increased  50,000  or  29  per  cent,  probably  accounted  for  by  the  seasonal  student  work 
fcorce.  All  other  age  categories  declined;  the  20-24  group  4,000  or  nearly  two  per  cent; 
Sfie  25-44  group  4,000  or  one  half  of  one  per  cent;  the  45-64  group  3,000  or  close  to 
two  per  cent  and  the  65  years  and  over  bracket  2,000  or  over  two  percent. 


The  trend  of  decline  in  the  size  of  all  age -groups  in  the  labour  force,  excepting 
the  14-19  category,  is  confirmed  by  the  trend  of  decline  in  numbers  of  persons  holding  jobs 
between  June  2  and  August  18,  1951,  according  to  the  D.B.S.  survey. 

It  is  difficult  to  reconcile  the  above-noted  trend  of  decline  in  the  size  of  the 
20-65  age  groups  with  a  number  of  other  statistical  trends.  Over  the  past  year,  an  average 
monthly  accretion  of  3,500  workers  to  the  labour  force  has  been  attributed  to  immigration 
into  the  province;  also,  those  persons  coming  of  age  and  seeking  work  for  the  first  time 
appear  to  average  about  1,500  per  month.  If  from  this  total  of  5,000,  a  deduction  of  1,000 
is  made  for  an  average  monthly  emigration  figure,  the  net  average  monthly  increase  in  the 
labour  force  was  probably  in  the  neighbourhood  of  4,000  persons  or  about  50,000  over  the 
past  year.

The  current  economic  picture  is  characterized  by  a  larger  than  usual  total  of  unem¬ 
ployed  persons.  Much  has  already  been  said  about  the  drop  in  employment  occasioned  by  the 
reduced  demand  for  consumer*  goods.  This  trend  is  continuing  and  further  lay-offs  and 

CURTAILED  WORKING  HOURS  HAVE  OCCURRED  IN  THE  VARIOUS  INDUSTRIAL  CENTRES  OF  THE  PROVINCE. 

Coincident  with  this  development  is  the  growth  of  seasonal  unemployment  associated  with 

REDUCED  ACTIVITY  IN  FARMING,  FOOD  PROCESSING,  ETC.  THE  COMBINED  RESULT  HAS  BEEN  THE  ACCUM¬ 
ULATION  OF  74,500  UNEMPLOYED  PERSONS  AS  OF  DECEMBER  1  ST .  THIS  COMPARES  WITH  48,200  LAST 
YEAR  AND  54,700  AT  THE  BEGINNING  OF  NOVEMBER.  (TABLE  5).  INASMUCH  AS  THE  SEASONAL  PEAK  OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT  IS  NOT  GENERALLY  REACHED  UNTIL  FEBRUARY,  THE  PRESENT  TOTAL  MAY  BE  EXPECTED  TO 
RISE  WELL  IN  EXCESS  OF  100,000  BY  LATE  WINTER.  UNEMPLOYED  PERSONS  AS  A  PERCENTAGE  OF  THE 
LABOUR  FORCE  AMOUNT  TO  APPROXIMATELY  4%  AT  THE  PRESENT  TIME. 


Some  of  the  centres  with  large  increases  in  jobless  persons  compared  with  last  year 
are;  Kitchener  (26C%),  Oshawa  (138%),  Galt  (136%),  Chatham  (97%),  Guelph  (86%),  London  (82%), 
Owen  Sound  (79%)  and  Toronto  (79%).  (See  also  Table  4). 

Official  statistics  show  that  employment  in  the  Province’s  leading  non-agri cultural 

INDUSTRIES  ON  OCTOBER  1  ST  WAS  STILL  4.8%  ABOVE  LAST  YEAR  AND  APPROXIMATELY  THE  SAME  AS  ON 

September  1st.  Generally  speaking,  employment  has  decreased  over  the  year  in  the  gold  mining, 
leather,  textile,  men’s  clothing,  furniture,  sheet  metal  and  motor  vehicle  industries.  These 

DECREASES  HAVE  BEEN  LARGELY  OFFSET  BY  INCREASED  EMPLOYMENT  IN  THE  FOOD  AND  BEVERAGE,  CANNED 
FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES,  RUBBER,  PAPER  PRODUCTS,  PRIMARY  IRON  AND  STEEL,  ETC.,  INDUSTRIES.  IN¬ 
DUSTRIAL  payrolls  in  October  were  some  18%  above  last  year  and  2%  ahead  of  September.  Region¬ 
ally,  MANUFACTURING  EMPLOYMENT  IS  LOWER  THIS  YEAR  THAN  LAST  IN  THE  BORDER  (5%),  ST .  CLAIR 

River  (4%),  Upper  Thames  River  (1.3%),  Upper  Grand  River  (1.3%),  and  Highlands  (4%)  areas. 

Department  store  sales,  the  most  current  indication  of  retail  trade  activity,  in 

THE  WEEK  ENDING  DECEMBER  8TH,  WERE  2%  BELOW  LAST  YEAR  IN  DOLLAR  VALUE.  |N  TERMS  OF  PHYSICAL 
VOLUME  THIS  DECREASE  IS  CONSIDERABLY  LARGER.  OVERALL  RETAIL  TRADE  IN  OCTOBER  WAS  8.2% 

HIGHER  THAN  LAST  YEAR,  INCREASES  BEING  SHOWN  IN  FOOD,  GARAGE  AND  FILLING  STATIONS  AND  MIS¬ 

CELLANEOUS.  The  LARGEST  DROPS  WERE  RECORDED  IN  NEW  MOTOR  VEHICLES  (38.6%),  APPLIANCES  AND 
RADIO  (19.3%)  AND  FURNITURE  (14.3%).  THE  CURRENT  SLUMP  IN  TRADE  AT  THE  RETAIL  LEVEL  IS 
EXPECTED  TO  IMPROVE  AS  THE  EFFECTS  OF  THE  CHRISTMAS  BUYING  SEASON  ARE  REFLECTED  IN  OFFICIAL 
TRADE  FIGURES. 

Defense  contracts  awarded  in  Ontario  in  the  month  of  October  totalled  over  §85 

MILLION  BRINGING  THE  TOTAL  SINCE  THE  BEGINNING  OF  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  TO  §185  MILLION.  ONE  ORDER 

OF  OVER  §50  MILLION  FOR  AMMUNITION  ACCOUNTED  FOR  MUCH  OF  THE  HUGE  INCREASE  DURING  OCTOBER. 

Even  without  the  latter  contract,  however,  the  average  monthly  total  of  awards  doubled  in  the 
last  month.  This  trend  is  confirmed  by  recently  released  figures  for  the  first  two  weeks  of 
November  when  contracts  totalled  over  §25  million.  During  October  the  iron  and  steel  in¬ 
dustry  was  the  second  largest  recipient  followed  by  the  textile,  construction,  clothing  and 
electrical  equipment  industries.  The  effects  of  these  expenditures  will  be  increasingly 
felt  as  we  pass  from  the  tooling-up  stage  to  the  actual  mass  production  of  defense  equipment.
